To  the  Honorable  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  Mayor  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

Sir:  The  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  and  Reading  Rooms  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1914,  is  respectfully  submitted  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter. 

A most  gratifying  increase  has  been  noted  during  the  past 
year  in  the  extent  to  which  the  Library  has  been  utilized  by 
the  public.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Fire  of  1906  prac- 
tically destroyed  our  service,  and  that  the  Main  Library  and  half 
of  our  Branch  Libraries  are  still  in  temporary  quarters,  the 
circulation  and  membership  of  the  Library  have  shown  a steady 
growth. 

The  past  year  has  been  unequalled  in  the  history  of  the 
Library,  the  circulation  for  home  use  having  reached  approxi- 
mately 1,000,000  volumes,  or,  to  be  exact,  934,002.  This  is  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  in  circulation  of  81,410  volumes. 
At  the  time  of  destruction  of  the  Library  it  contained  160,000 
volumes,  which  it  had  taken  over  twenty-five  years  to  accumulate. 
It  is  a striking  fact  that  in  the  eight  years  that  have  since  elapsed, 
the  Library  has  acquired  144,000  volumes.  A circulation  for 
the  year  of  practically  1,000,000  volumes  would  be  equivalent 
to  the  use  of  each  of  the  144,000  volumes  in  the  Library  seven 
times  during  the  year,  or  it  would  represent  the  use  of  twenty- 
one  volumes  yearly  by  each  of  the  forty-four  odd  thousand 
members. 

The  increase  of  card  holders,  or  members,  for  the  year  is 
equal  to  the  increase  noted  during  the  three  previous  years,  and 
amounted  to  22,604.  This  gives  at  present  an  active  member- 
ship of  44,376.  Both  the  membership  and  the  circulation  of  the 
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Library  show  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  over  that  existing  at 
the  time  of  the  practical  destruction  of  the  Library  by  the  Fire. 

Comparative  studies  made  previous  years  have  established 
the  fact  that  of  the  moneys  expended  for  the  maintenance  of 
libraries,  a larger  proportion  was  expended  for  books  and  im- 
provements here  than  in  any  of  the  cities  of  approximately  the 
size  of  San  Francisco,  where  statistics  were  available.  The 
past  year  is  noteworthy  in  this  respect.  Nearly  35  per  cent  of 
the  total  expenditures  was  spent  in  the  purchase  of  books,  periodi- 
cals and  binding,  the  disbursement  for  books  being  the  largest 
ever  recorded.  The  following  tabulation  will  give  more  clearly 
an  analysis  of  expenditures :

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  total  amount  disbursed  for  the 
year  is  $96,513.14,  which  was  provided  by  a tax  of  .018  levied 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  each  $100  of  the  valuation  of 
property  assessed  for  taxation. 

During  the  year  representatives  of  civic  organizations  in  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  city  have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  establishment  of  branches  or  stations  in  their  locality. 
While  in  many  instances  the  Board  recognizes  the  urgent  need 
for  such  additional  service,  it  has  not,  with  its  present  income, 
been  able  to  make  such  extensions.  Only  two  new  stations  have 
been  established.  Station  N in  the  Richmond  District  and  Station 
O in  the  Ingleside  District. 

The  temporary  building  serving  as  the  Main  Library  build- 
ing is  now  overcrowded.  Its  capacity  is  taxed  daily  to  the 
utmost  to  accommodate  its  patrons.  With  the  installation  of 
the  new  tier  of  stacks,  the  last  available  place  for  books  has 
been  utilized.  Recognizing  the  fact  that  this  building  must  soon 
become  entirely  inadequate  to  longer  serve  its  purpose,  the  Board 
has  endeavored  to  secure  at  as  early  a date  as  possible  the  plans 
for  a permanent  new  Main  Library  building. 

With  this  object  in  view,  six  eminent  architects  were  invited 
last  year  to  enter  into  competition  for  a design  for  this  struc- 
ture. Those  selected  were  Geo.  W.  Kelham,  Edgar  A.  Mathews, 
Albert  Pissis,  Reid  Bros.,  Ward  & Blohme  and  G.  Albert  Lands- 
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burgh.  Plans  were  submitted  by  each  of  these  architects  to  a 
Jury  of  Award,  consisting  of  Mr.  Paul  P.  Cret  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Cass  Gilbert  of  New  York  and  Mr.  James 
D.  Phelan  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees.  The  award  was 
made  to  Mr.  George  W.  Kelham.  Completed  plans  will  shortly 
be  submitted  by  Mr.  Kelham  for  this  building,  the  estimated 
cost  of  which  is  $1,000,000.  This  sum  is  to  be  provided  for 
out  of  the  funds  donated  by  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  there  being 
available  for  this  purpose  half  of  the  total  donation,  or  $375,000. 
The  remaining  $625,000  is  to  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  Municipal 
Bonds,  these  bonds  having  been  authorized  by  the  voters  at  a 
special  election  held  for  this  purpose. 

A commodious  and  substantial  new  Branch  Library  building 
is  now  being  constructed  in  the  Richmond  District.  This  is  to 
occupy  an  inside  fiifty  vara  lot,  between  Ninth  and  Tenth  Avenues, 
Clement  and  Geary  Streets.  The  cost  of  this  building  is  to  be 
$48,000,  which  sum  is  to  be  provided  out  of  the  moneys  available 
through  the  donation  of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie.  It  is  expected 
that  this  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  two  months. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizing  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding for  additional  Branch  Libraries  in  various  sections  of  the 
city,  has  taken  steps  to  secure  available  sites  for  the  same.  In 
the  recent  budget  appropriations  were  made  for  the  purchase  of 
land  for  this  purpose  in  the  Mission,  Noe  Valley,  Golden  Gate 
Valley  and  the  Sunset  District,  aggregating  about  $37,000.  It 
is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  to  proceed  at 
once  with  the  erection  of  a Branch  Library  building  on  the 
Mission  site.  The  erection  of  this  building  will  result  in  an 
immediate  annual  saving  of  $1500.00,  now  paid  as  rent  for  tem- 
porary quarters  for  the  use  of  the  Mission  Branch  Library.  As 
in  the  case  of  the  Richmond  Branch  Library,  the  expense  of 
erecting  this  building  will  be  met  out  of  the  moneys  donated 
by  Mr.  Carnegie.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board,  as  soon  as 
funds  are  assured  for  the  maintenance  of  branches  in  the  other 
districts  mentioned,  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  Branch 
Library  buildings. 

A detailed  statement  of  the  income  and  expenditures  of  the 
Library  and  the  work  of  its  employees  is  given  in  the  accompany- 
ing reports  of  the  Secretary  and  of  the  Librarian.

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STATEMENT  OF  EXPENSES  FOR  BRANCHES  AND  STATIONS 


Books  of  Deposit  Collection  have  been  distributed  to  Branches 
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Sfpnrt  of  tlfp  librarian 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  and  Reading  Rooms  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Gentlemen:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  re- 

port of  the  Librarian  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914. 
The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  in  the  history 
of  the  institution.  Steps  have  been  taken  in  the  construction 
of  the  new  Main  Library  building  and  the  new  branch  for  the 
Richmond  District  is  nearing  completion. 

Taking  into  consideration  that  little  more  than  eight  years 
ago  the  Library  was  entirely  deprived  of  its  original  collection 
with  the  exception  of  a few  outside  branches,  and  with  all  the 
records  pertaining  to  books,  cardholders,  etc.,  completely  de- 
stroyed, it  is  remarkable  that  this  report  shows  that  we  not  only 
reached  our  former  growth,  but  have  exceeded  it  in  every  respect.

All  records  have  been  entirely  restored  and  the  branches  now 
have  a better  system  of  cataloguing,  making  them  uniform  with 
the  Main  Library.  The  purchase  of  books  has  exceeded  all 
previous  years,  and  has  been  of  such  a character  as  to  have  placed 
on  our  shelves  for  the  reference,  fine  arts,  and  technical  divisions 
many  valuable  additions.  It  would  be  difficult  for  any  but  those 
who  have  been  closely  connected  with  the  administrative  work  of 
the  Library  to  appreciate  the  difficulties  experienced  in  keeping  the 
Library  at  this  degree  of  usefulness  and  efficiency.  The  in- 
commodious quarters  at  present  housing  the  Main  Library  have 
been  entirely  outgrown  and  the  continual  shifting  of  books  and 
working  material  only  tends  to  double  the  labor  in  every  depart- 
ment. The  stack  room  is  one  of  the  great  problems  which  has 
had  to  be  dealt  with.  In  August  a half  tier  was  added  and  in 
less  than  six  months  was  completely  filled.  Another  half  tier 
now  in  course  of  construction  fills  the  last  available  space  in  the 
present  building,  and  at  the  rate  at  which  the  collection  is  grow- 
ing it  is  doubtful  if  this  will  accommodate  the  books  received 
until  the  new  building  is  constructed. 

The  juvenile  department  in  a corner  of  our  Open  Shelf  Room 
has  already  reached  its  capacity  and  books  are  overflowing  on  to 
the  counters,  tables,  etc.,  making  the  efficient  handling  of  this 
department  almost  an  impossibility.  The  provision  of  books  for 
the  foreign  population  which  has  been  a feature  of  Eastern 
libraries  must  be  considered  in  the  near  future.  Colonies  of 
Poles,  Russians,  Greeks,  etc.  are  already  forming  in  different 
parts  of  the  city  and  have  made  demands  upon  the  Library  for 
books  in  their  native  languages.  With  the  opening  of  the  Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition,  there  will  be  a demand  for  newspapers 
and  directories  of  the  cities  of  importance  throughout  the  world. 
This  could  be  met  by  a branch  of  our  service  installed  in  the 
Fair  Grounds  at  small  expense,  as  the  papers,  etc.,  could  be 
procured  gratis  by  the  directors.  Much  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  past  year  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of 
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Education  in  having  the  school  children  make  greater  use  of 
the  library.  Results  have  been  most  satisfactory  and  the  interest 
evinced  by  teachers  and  pupils  shows  what  can  be  accomplished 
in  this  field.  The  Music  section  still  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
most  popular  features  of  the  library.  A notable  addition  to 
this  section  is  the  donation  of  Mr.  John  C.  Cebrian,  who  presented 
an  invaluable  collection  of  Spanish  music  to  the  library.  Mr. 
Julius  R.  Weber,  under  whose  direction  this  section  has  grown 
to  be  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country,  has  made  many  recom- 
mendations throughout  the  year. 

Accessions  and  Gifts 

It  was  possible  with  the  increased  amount  set  aside  for  the 
purchase  of  books  to  do  much  towards  building  up  the  sections 
of  Fine  Arts,  Periodicals,  Technology,  etc.  All  recent  publica- 
tions of  merit  were  not  neglected  and  it  was  through  the  care- 
ful studying  of  the  second  hand  market,  both  foreign  and  do- 
mestic, that  the  library  has  been  enriched  by  many  standard 
architectural  works  and  sets  of  periodicals,  as  well  as  many  other 
valuable  books  in  other  classes.  A very  important  purchase  made 
during  the  year  was  that  of  several  files  of  early  San  Francisco 
newspapers.  A large  part  of  the  book  fund  was  expended  for 
the  extension  of  the  branch  collections.  This  has  not  only  given 
them  a better  selection  but  has  replaced  much  of  the  worn 
material.  The  opening  of  a number  of  deposit  stations  made 
it  imperative  that  more  books  be  added  for  this  department.  In 
replacing  worn  out  books,  care  was  taken  to  discard  old  and 
useless  material  and  new  editions  of  technical  books  were  pur- 
chased in  preference  to  rebinding. 

Although  the  discounts  received  this  year  will  not  be  as  large 
as  formerly  we  are  still  procuring  our  books  at  a much  lower 
rate  than  that  furnished  Eastern  libraries.  The  prices  paid  for 
books  purchased  through  the  second-hand  market  have  been 
extremely  reasonable.  The  recommendations  of  members  of  the 
Chemical  Society  has  added  many  valuable  works  to  the  Chemical 
division  which  were  purchased  from  the  fund  placed  at  our 
disposal  by  the  Society.  The  donation  of  Spanish  books  from 
Mr.  Cebrian  last  year  has  been  augmented  by  many  volumes  pur- 
chased during  his  recent  visit  to  Europe.  Throughout  the  year 
many  publications  have  been  received  from  the  larger  cities 
which  have  added  to  the  value  of  the  Municipal  Reference  Library 
inaugurated  last  year. 
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from  so  thickly  populated  a district.  The  McCreery  Branch 
No.  2 again  shows  a loss  of  circulation,  which  now  rates  this 
branch  next  the  lowest.  It  is  unfortunate  that  so  fine  a collection 
as  has  been  placed  in  this  branch  is  not  more  used.  There  is 
no  reason  for  this  condition  as  everything  here  should  tend 
to  make  this  one  of  the  leading  branches.  It  is  situated  in  an 
excellent  location  and  the  pupils  from  the  surrounding  schools 
could  find  their  needs  well  supplied  without  the  necessity  of 
travelling  to  the  Main  Library.  Although  the  North  Beach 
Branch  No.  3 has  not  regained  its  former  number  of  card  holders, 
the  circulation  is  now  larger  than  before  its  destruction.  This 
has  been  brought  about  by  the  diligent  work  of  the  assistants, 
who  have  endeavored  to  interest  everyone  in  the  district.  The 
foreign  reading  of  this  branch  still  continues  to  be  one  of  its 
strongest  features.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  Richmond  Branch 
No.  4 which  has  been  recorded  year  by  year,  now  places  it  as 
the  third  largest  in  the  system.  It  is  largely  due  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  assistants  that  the  patrons  have  been  properly  supplied. 
It  has  been  impossible  to  fill  the  demand  for  books  for  this 
branch  as  the  present  quarters  afford  insufficient  shelf  room. 
The  building  now  in  course  of  construction  will  be  ready  in 
October,  when  finished  this  will  rank  as  one  of  the  finest  branch 
buildings  in  the  country.  Orders  have  been  placed  for  a large 
number  of  volumes  to  supply  the  much  needed  additions  to  give 
this  district  a well  rounded  collection.  The  Park  Branch  No.  5 
promises  to  be  the  leading  branch  in  the  near  future.  All  the 
needs  of  the  patrons  are  carefully  considered,  and  the  standard 
of  efficiency  maintained  has  been  responsible  for  the  good  re- 
sults shown.  Special  work  has  been  undertaken  at  this  branch  in 
supplying  the  reference  material  for  the  neighboring  high  schools. 
The  increase  in  circulation  for  the  Fillmore  Branch  No.  6 has 
been  due  largely  to  the  extension  work  developed  by  the  assist- 
ants. This  work  involving  demands  of  many  clubs  and  special 
reading  lists  for  several  schools  taxes  it  to  its  utmost.  Some 
improvement  must  be  provided  for  this  building  to  supply  much 
needed  shelf  room.  At  present  the  shelves  are  so  crowded  that 
it  is  becoming  inconvenient  for  patrons  and  attendants.  The 
Deposit  Stations  circulated  for  home  use  112,592  volumes  an 
increase  of  13,241.  This  is  an  average  of  7506  volumes  per 
station.  This  means  of  supplying  the  public,  although  inferior 
to  branch  service,  with  a changing  supply  of  books  answers  the 
needs  of  the  outlying  districts.  Two  new  stations  were  opened. 
Station  N in  the  Richmond  District,  which  circulated  for  ten 
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months  7915  volumes,  and  Station  O in  Ingleside,  which  circu- 
lated during  eight  months  4787  volumes.  Station  B was  moved 
into  a new  building  the  furnishings  of  which  were  supplied  by 
the  Potrero  Women’s  Club,  making  it  one  of  the  most  inviting 
of  our  stations. 

Reference  Department 

In  no  other  part  of  the  service  is  the  want  of  room  felt  as 
here.  Notwithstanding  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  assistants 
on  account  of  the  lack  of  proper  working  space  this  department 
has  had  a very  heavy  year.  At  all  times  the  seating  capacity 
is  taxed  to  its  utmost,  and  in  the  busier  periods  it  is  impossible 
to  find  room  for  all.  The  lack  of  shelf  room  has  made  it  neces- 
sary to  place  some  of  the  most  active  reference  books  in  the 
stack,  and  the  pamphlet  section  has  been  crowded  to  the  third 
floor.  The  carrying  of  bound  files  of  newspapers,  some  of  which 
are  situated  on  the  second  tier,  is  a hardship  for  which  at  present 
no  remedy  presents  itself.  The  lack  of  a telephone  exchange  in 
this  room  is  very  much  felt  in  the  waste  of  time  and  energy 
expended  on  the  many  calls  from  business  men  and  others  seek- 
ing immediate  help  which  must  be  taken  at  present  from  the 
general  telephone.  It  will  be  necessary  during  the  year  to  re- 
place rrfany  of  the  county  maps  as  they  are  beginning  to  show 
wear  owing  to  a lack  of  proper  wall  space  for  consultation.  New 
shelves  were  added  in  the  periodical  room  and  new  covers  were 
provided  for  many  of  the  magazines  in  the  Reference  Room. 
Although  conditions  in  this  room  are  uncomfortable  and  con- 
gested the  courteous  and  efficient  service  given  to  the  public 
at  all  times  by  the  assistants  has  been  in  no  way  affected. 

The  Staff 

For  the  purpose  of  making  the  members  of  the  staff  equally 
capable  in  all  departments  of  the  library  a series  of  changes 
has  been  made.  This  has  enabled  many  assistants  who  have 
been  in  the  branch  service  for  years  to  receive  the  general  train- 
ing to  be  had  at  the  Main  Library.  The  results  are  shown  by 
marked  improvement  in  their  services. 

Through  cooperation  with  the  State  Library,  fifteen  mem- 
bers of  the  Library  School  have  been  doing  actual  work  in 
several  departments.  While  it  was  ostensibly  to  give  these  pupils 
necessary  experience  in  dealing  with  the  public,  the  library 
has  received  much  benefit  from  their  work.  They  were  under 
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the  supervision  of  Miss  Oddie,  their  principal,  who  had  thor- 
oughly trained  them  in  all  our  methods,  systems,  etc.  They 
were  thereby  enabled  to  fill  the  places  of  regular  assistants  whp 
were  away  on  vacation.  The  extended  service  called  for  the 
appointment  of  the  Misses  Harrison  and  Creede  from  the  eligible 
list,  and  the  resignation  of  Miss  Hay  was  followed  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Miss  McCafferty.  The  experiment  of  employing 
girl  pages  at  the  branches  has  given  general  satisfaction.  It 
is  being  tried  at  the  Main  Library  and  while  conditions  here  are 
different  from  those  at  the  branches,  it  has  been  found  to  be 
a great  improvement.  It  was  possible  with  the  increased  ap- 
propriation to  readjust  the  salary  scale  of  the  graded  service 
and  as  it  now  stands  it  is  in  harmony  with  that  of  other  libraries 
of  equal  size.  Only  five  of  the  nine  candidates  who  successfully 
passed  the  written  examination  of  June  1,  1913  were  found  to 
have  the  necessary  qualities  for  library  work.  These  have  been 
constantly  employed  as  substitutes.  With  the  shortage  of  help 
needed  to  cover  the  vacation  periods  and  the  prospects  of  further 
development  of  the  library  it  was  thought  advisable  to  hold 
another  examination  on  June  27,  1914.  The  papers  of  the  forty- 
five  candidates  are  at  present  in  process  of  correction.  While 
there  has  been  a number  of  irregular  meetings  of  the  branch 
librarians  throughout  the  year,  attendance  at  a regular  monthly 
meeting  should  be  insisted  upon  for  the  heads  of  all  depart- 
ments, for  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  suggestions  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  service. 

The  excellent  results  accomplished  have  been  due  in  a great 
measure  to  the  efficient  and  willing  services  of  the  staff.  To  them 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Board  I wish  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  their  cooperation.
